BRITISH NOTE DOES 
NOT CHANGE AMERICA’S 
POLICY ON WAR -DEBTS

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.

REAT BRITAIN’S note to 
t; her debtor nations suggest- 
ing cancellation of the 
whole interallied indebtedness 
will cause no change in the pol- 
icy of the United States towards 
its foreign debts, it was stated 
officially today a* the Treas- 
ury. 

Secretary Mellon was repre- 
sented as taking the position 
that the American debt commis- 
sion must continue negotiations 
for funding the obligations owed 
this country without regard to 
the disposition evidenced by 
Great Britain to wipe out inter- 
national war-time indebtedness. 

As the note was not addressed 
to the United States Mellon was 
said to hold the view that no 
official cognizance of its trans- 
mission would be taken by this 
country. The generally inter- 
preted suggestion of cancellation 
of inter-allied indebtedness con- 
tained in the note also was not 
regarded by the treasury as in 
the nature of a proposal to the 
United States.

Britain has no intention of sug- 
gesting any alteration of her 
financial obligations to the Unit- 
ed States was re-emphasized in 
the House today by Sir Robert 
Horne, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, in reviewing the British 
position on German reparations.

Showing by Counties.

posals for ending the strike: 

“The representatives of the 
employes feel themselves under 
obligation to support every prop- 
er effort on the part of opera- 
tion of the transportation indus- 
try. The stubborn refusal of 
the railway executives to estab- 
lish a board of adjustment, as 
contemplated by law, in order 
to settle efficiently disputes 
over rules and working condi- 
tions between the carriers and 
their employes; the continued 
refusal of railways, representing 
over a quarter of a mileage of 
Class one railroads, to comply 
with the decisions of the Rail- 
road Lab Board against the 
practice of contracting out work 
and shops; the persistent cam- 
paign to deny to the railway 
employes just and reasonable 
wages, to impose upon them un- 
fair working conditions and to 
disintegrate their organizations; 
all in cumulative effect rendered 
service by railway employes un- 
der the terms and conditions to 
be effective July 1, 1922, intol- 
erable to over 95 per cent of 
these employes, who, therefore, 
voted to suspend work. 

“It is now proposed that they 
return to work, temporarily ac- 
cepting wages and working con- 
ditions which they feel to be 
unjust, with reliante upon the 
following program for redress 
of grievances: 

“ ‘First, railway managers and 
workmen are to agree to récog- 
nize the validity of all decisions 
of the Railroad Labor Board, 
and to faithfully carry out such 
decisions as contemplated by 
law. 

Employes’ Position. 

“The employes have always 
taken the position that as long 
as they continued to render 
service they should abide by the 
rules and working conditions 
and accept the wages agreed 
upon by proper negotiation or 
determined by the Labor Board 
after hearing of a dispute upon 
any of these matters. They re- 
spectfully point out again that 
violations of law and refusals 
to comply with decisions of the 
Labor Board have been exhib- 
ited only by the railway man- 
agements and that it has been 
universally admitted that the 
employes, in exercising their 
right to suspend work under 
nonacceptable conditions, were 
neither yiolating the law nor 
the decisions of the board. 

“We understand that the rec- 
ognition of the validity of all 
decisions of the Railroad Labor 
Board—as contemplated by the 
law, means, for example, that 
in the case of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad «ll employes will re- 
turn to work under the wages 
and working conditions estab- 
lished in the decisions of the 
Labor Board and that the sole 
question of ‘validity’ pending is 
the authority of the Labor 
Board to determine, as in decf-~ 
sion No. 218, the method of se- 
lecting, accredited representa- 
tives of the employes, assuming 
that the railroad has appealed 
from the decisions of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
which sustained the action of 
the Labor Board. 

“2. .The carriers will with- 
draw all lawsuits growing out 
of the strike, and the Railroad 
Labor Boafd decisions which 
have been involved in the strike 
may be taken, in the exercise of 
recognized rights by either 
party, to the Railroad Labor 
Board for rehearing. 

Call Attention to Discipline. 

“It is our understanding that 
the representatives of the em- 
ployes, upon seeking a rehearing 
of the controverted decisions 
concerning wages and working 
conditions, will be afforded a 
prompt rchearing and decision 
by the Labor Board. We assume 
also that the practically unani- 
mous action of the employes in 
electing to suspend work and in 
continuing this suspension under 
the sanction of. and accordance 
with laws of their national or 
ganizations, has ended any cap- 
thous questioning as to who are 
the properly accredited spokes 
men of the vast majority of rail- 
way employes. We desire to call 
attention to the orderly and dis 
ciplined conduct:.of these em- 
ployes under difficult conditions, 
which has demonstrated the val- 
ve of their national organiza- 
tions in aid of the effective ad- 
justment of the controversies 
and the efficient conduct of the 
industry 

“Third,

5 Osition has been accepted. [t 
would certainly be a wholesale 
injustice of unparalleled extent 
if hundreds of thousands of ex- 
perienced men who have given 
four to 40 years’ service, and 
whose value to the transporta- 
tion industry is proportioned ‘to 
the length of their service, had 
been placed in a position of in- 
feriority to a limited number of 
men who have been employed as 
substitutes for these experi- 
enced railroad workers. The 
demand that such a wrong 
should be perpetrated, as a pen- 
alty against men who have ex- 
ercised a fundamental and ad- 
mitted right not to render serv- 
ice under nonacceptable condi- 
tions was so unfair that we 
could not believe it would re- 
ceive the sanction of any imopar- 
tial judgment. 


Striking Employes Defined. 


“We understand the language 
‘all employes now on strike’ to 
include all employes who hold 
seniority rights under the rules 
agreed upon between the car- 
riers and the organizations of 
employes or as promulgated by 
the United States Railroad La- 
bor Board. 

“It should be understood that 
in acting favorably upon these 
proposals for settlement of the 
pending controversies, the rep- 
resentatives of the organized 
employes feel that they are 
making concessions and = sanc- 
tioning sacrifices on the part of 
the employes which entitle them 
to the highest consideration and 
to recognition as law-abiding 
American citizens, who are will- 
ing to do all in their power, 
even beyond that which is strict- 
ly reasonable, in order to pro- 
mote industrial peace and to fur- 
ther the uninterrupted flow of 
the commerce of the nation. 


“We see evidence of little sac- 
rifice required on the part of 
the managements to whom like 
proposals have been submitted. 
They will suffer . 0 loss in aban- 
doning a host of futile lawsuits, 
complaining of wrongs which 
have never been committed. It 
is understood that the Labor 
Board must confirm its pre- 
viously announced position, and 
that the railways must abandon 
the condemned practice of con- 
tracting out work and shops and 
restore the employes to their 
former status, It should be noted 
that this practice is not only a 
violation of the transportation 
act and of the decisions of the 
board, but, as shown by many 
decisions of the courts, is a vio- 
lation of the charter ebligations 
of the railroads and would have 
been unlawful without the pas- 
sage of the transportation act or 
any action by the Labor Board. 


“Confidence of Delayed Justice.” 


“We understand that an ef- 
fort will be made to insure the 
setting up of a board of adjust- 
ment, but inasmuch as such a 
board can function effectively 
only with the full co-operation 
of both managements and em- 
ployes, we can look merely with 
hope, and not with certainty. for 
the establishment of. this ‘essen- 
tial part of the machinery to 
decide disputes between the car- 
riers and their employes.’ In 
the meantime, upon advice from 
you of the expressed acceptance 
of your, terms of agreement, 
contained In your telegram of 
July 31. by all carriers, we will 
take the responsibility of direct- 
ing the employes to return to 
work and on the confidence 
that by action of the Labor 
Board upon rehearing of the re- 
cent controverted decisions a de- 
layed justice will be rendered to 
the employes in the matter of 

‘“wages and working conditions. 

“We should certainly assume 
that the railway executives. in 
their own obvious interest. 
eventually will accept the pro- 
posals made, unless their coun- 
sels are dominated sufficiently 
by anti-labor forces to resist 
even the pressure of public

FOURTH SUIT FILED 


AGAINST FOLEY FOR 
"GAMBLING LOSSES 


George Van Brandt, 21, In- 
surance Salesman, Seeks to 
Recover $1430, Alleged

The fourth suit in as many months 
to recover from Anthony F. (Tony) 
Foley money lost in gambling games 
at 6128 Easton avenue, Wellston, 
was filed in Circuit Court at Clayton 
yesterday 

It was that of George Van Brandt, 
21 years old, 18307A McNair avenue. 
an insurance salesman, who declared 
that between May 5 and July 10 he 
lost $1430 in a dice game at the 
gambling house Besides Foley he 
names as defendants various em- 
ployes and others, “Butch” Maguire, 
Joe Connors, Edward Gleeson, James 
Mulligan and Harry Trindle. 

Following previous suits, attempts 
were made to prosecute Foley under 
the anti-gambling laws. but Prose- 
cuting Attorney Mueller has said 
that he found that when the civil 
suits were settied out of court. com- 
plainants d®@clined to testify in a 
criminal suit. He declared also that 
other witnesses were often tampered 
with 

Other similar suits filed against 
Foley were those of J. Lindsay on 
July 13 te recover $400; T. J. Hughes 
on April 15 to recover $1400, and 
George H. Kelly on April 25 to re- 
cover $484. The latter two cases 
were settled out of court That of 
Lindsay is pending A criminal!

IRGINIA was born in Rome 
Y avou: 215 B. C., nearly 50 years 

after that country became a re- 
public. Her father was Virginius, a 
Roman centurion of the army, who 
was a stanch, brave plebeian. She is 
known in Roman history as the child 
who saved Rome for the republicans, 
and is one of the youngest heroi 
recorded. 

The Republic of Rome had been 
in existence a little over half a cen- 
tury when political conditions placed 
the sole authority of the state i 
hands of 19 commissioners, 
the Decemviri. The most 
these men, who turned out 
heartless rulers, was Appius (Claud- 
ius. He greatly hated the people 
over whom he ruled. andthey knew 
his house as one noted for drunken 
revels. :
